If so, you will easily be able to find what is necessary to 
make this little Robin. Perhaps you could make it for a younger brother or 
sister, or better still show them how to make it for themselves. I am sure 
you will find it guite easy, but do not be discouraged if things go wrong 
with anything new that you try. You can get a lot of enjoyment trying 

things out and you will always get better as you go on. Remember! 
Practice Makes Perfect! 


You will need: 1. Cut two cone shapes from the egg 
An egg box. box about 2 cm high and one not so 
Glue high for the head. Trim the edges of 
Paint. | = one. of the larger cones for the 
Cardboard. feathers and glue them all together.

give him a red breast. Add white 
flecks for his feathers.

Dear Brownie Guides, 


Last month I told you that I 
would be telling you all about 
this years Christmas Good 
Turn. Yes, I know the summer 
holidays are only just over and 
you are only just going back to 
school, BUT — our Girl Guide 
motto is BE PREPARED and 
your Brownie motto is LENDA 
HAND, so when you put those 
' two mottoes together they really 
mean, “Let's get on with it!”. 
And this week or next week you 
will be planning your Brownie 
programme for the term: what 
Ventures you will have, what 
money-raising efforts, what 
badges to work for, what fun for 
yourselves and what Good Turns 
for other people. 

We have two special Good 
Turns that I want to tell you 
about because we need YOUR 
help in these. I mentioned one 
last time, and it is one that I 
know some of-you already give to 
regularly and generously — the 
GUIDE DOGS FOR THE 
BLIND. In fact I know of one 
Brownie Pack that has raised 
enough money to provide six 
Guide Dogs! I wonder if you all 
know about Guide Dogs for the 
Blind? Some of you do and some 
of you don't! 

Supposing you were blind? 
Supposing you lost the sight in 
your eyes? What would YOU — 
do? I know what I would do. I 
would write straight away to the 
Guide Dogs for the Blind 
Association in London and ask 
them to put my name down for a 
Guide Dog..I know that I might 
have to wait a long time because 
there are a great many blind 
people and not nearly enough 
trained Guide Dogs for them. 
WHY is this? Because it costs 
guite a lot of money to train a 
Guide Dog, and then to teach the 
blind person how to manage and 
look after the dog. But, 
Brownies, Just imagine what it 
must feel like to be blind. You 
dare not go out alone because 
you cannot see where you are 
going; you dare not cross the 
road because you cannot see the 
traffic coming; you dare go down

the garden because you cannot 
see the path or the flower beds or 
the fence, and you don't Know 
what you may bump into; you 
have to wait until someone can 
come and hold your hand. 


In these two photographs are 
guide dogs being trained on the 
roads and in the kennels. 


But if you are a Guide 
Dog Owner you have a faithful 
companion always ready to take 
you out — to work, to the shops, 
to church or to meet people. 
With a Guide Dog a blind person 


becomes independent and can 
enjoy a new sense of freedom. 
HOW can a dog do all this? Well, 
the dog goes through a very, very 
hard period of training at one of 
the special Training Centres and 
then the blind person also goes 
through training at the Centre 
and gets to know and love the 
dog selected for her. After many 
weeks the dog and the blind 
person learn to know and love 
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one another and — most 
important of all — TRUST one 
another. And then with the 
special harness, the dog-ears, the 
blind person is led safely on the 
roads, in and out of traffic, up 
and down stairs, to the shops 
where the butcher is the most 
important shop to the doggie’s 
way of thinking! Yes, freedom 
and a wonderful companion the 
blind person has found. But what 
has it all cost? Quite a lot of 
money, often far too much for 
the blind person to afford but he 
or ‘she is very often helped by 
kind friends. anu by 
organisations like ours. And so, 
Brownies, WE want to be able to 
provide at least one Guide Dog 
for one blind person and so give 
someone the wonderful 
happiness of a faithful, doggy 
friend, providing her with new 
‘seeing eyes’. And the cost to us is 
£250. Would YOU like to help us 
to raise this sum of money? If we 
can raise it then your own Guide 
Dog will be named 
“BROWNIE”! 

Next month I will tell you 
about the other Good Turn some 
of you may like to help with: it is 
to help elderly people to keep 
warm in the cold weather. Many 
of you have a granny and a 
grand-dad, perhaps a great 
granny and you know the older 
people get the more they feel the 
cold and need extra warmth in 
winter. There are lots and lots of 
elderly people who are poor and 
cannot afford that extra warmth, 
some even die in the cold weather 
partly because they live alone 
and have no-one to look after 
them, partly because they cannot 
afford extra coal or wood for 
their fire, or they cannot pay 
their gas and electricity bill. AGE 
CONCERN is an organisation 
that does care for elderly people —
